propriated $77,000,000 on- the theory 
that there would be only sixteen. 
The change Is not expected, how- 
ever, to delay beyond Sept. 1, . the 
mobilization of the great draft army. 
A more plentiful supply of canvas 
than expected, will make it possible to 
put some of the troops under tents, 
and army officials have preferred tent- 
ing from the start. 
There is no indication of an inten- 
tion to alter tha plan for formation 
of sixteen divisions of-the guard, ac- 
cording- to advices from Washington. 
It Is possible that it will tie found 
better later, If the state forces have 
not been recruited to full strength, to 
consolidate into a smaller number of 
divisions, but under the law either the 
regulars or guard can be filled up 
with conscripts. 
Meantime the national guard units 


of the eastern portion will be drafted 
into the federal armies on July 15. 
Virtually all guard divisions will be 
trained in the southern department.

HELD IN DISTRUST 


BY GERMAN TROOPS 


With the French Armies, June 2. — 
German prisoners declare the inhabi- 
tants of Alaace and Lorraine who are 
enrolled by force in the German army 
are treated with the utmost suspicion 
and severity, especially on the west- 
ern front. 
They are kept under strict surveil- 
lance "and for the most part employed 
behind the lines as it is feared they 
would Desert if sent 
to

trenches. 
The Alsacian soldiers as well as 
those from Lorraine are only granted 
leaves of absence to visit their homes 
after a very strict investigation as 
regards France. 
Ae fast as possible these soldiers 
are being withdrawn from the French 
front ana sent to the Russian front.

recently 
stated that while he was- at Hilde- 
shein he saw seventy Lorraine pris- 
oners brought in closed wagons and 
under armed escorts. They had be- 
longed to the Twenty-third German 
regiment of reserves then stationed 
at Vitry-les-Reims but had been with- 
drawn as the result of constant deser- 
itions amongst their comrades from 
Alaace and Lorraine.

The silo must be located in well 
drained soil, where the water

not come too near the surface. Pit 
silos are better adapted to the semi- 
arid regions, but may be constructed 
in the humid sections, where cond'- 
tious are right. It is not advisable to 
try to construct a pit silo below tha 
permanent water table. 
However, n 
common practice is to go down ten o: 
twenty feet, or until water Is struck, 
and 
then put a

ailo above 
ground. This is a very satisfactory av 
rangtment. 


2. The silo should have a curb ox- 
tending two or three feet above the 
ground for protection, and the same 
distance below the surface. 
3. The walls of the silo should be 
plastered three-fourths 
to one inch 
thick -with a good quality or cement 
and sand, mixed 1 to 3.

The walls should 
be

with a thin coat of cement to keep 
them air and water-tight. 
5. The wa»« should be made per- 
pendicular and smooth so the silage 
will settle evenly.

FAVOR ENFORCEMENT 


STATE LABOR LAWS 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZnTTE.] 
J 


Madison, Wis., June 2.—Both houses* 
of the legislature have gone on record 
in favor of the Wllcor: resolution for 
the same enforcement of 
the 
labor 
laws as in the past. 
The resolution 
declares 
that it is the sense of the 
legislature that laws safeguarding the 
rights of laborers 
shall not b<? ?et 
aside. 


Importance is attached to the resolu- 
tion here by reason of the fact that 
many requests have 
been filed with 
the industrial commission 10 set aside 
some of the labor laws during the war. 
The vote was so overwhelming in both 
houses 
of 
the legislature as to he 
taken as an indication as to the policy 
which the industrial commission may 
follow. The resolution which has been 
adopted in both houses is as follows: 
"Whereas, There have been unaou-d 
in this state salutary and humane laws 
for the protection of the laboring n:en 
and women and for the protection of 
children, all designed to promote their 
health and welfare and thereby pro- 
mote the general welfare, and 


"Whereas, The 
president of the 
United States and the National Coun- 
cil of Defense, in recognition of the 
wholesomeness and value of such leg- 
islation, have publicly warned ann nd- 
vised against any disturbance, sotting 
aside or abatement thereof, even tem- 
porarily, 
during the 
present war. 


Therefore, be it 


"Resolved by the senate, the assem- 
bly concurring, that it is the sense of 
this legislature that 'laws safeguarding; 
the right's of laborers must not be stt 
aside even temporarily because of the 
war,' and that all of these laws so pro- 
motive of the general welfare should 
be as consistently, carefully and rie- 
idlv enforced in this state during the 
continuance 
of 
this war as during 
more normal periods."
